(iv) the right, privilege, obligation or liability referred to in para (iii) 
shall, on the notification ceasing to have force, revive and be enforceable and 
the proceeding referred to therein shall be continued : 

Provided that in computing the period of limitation for the enforcement 
of such right, privilege, obligation or liability, the period during which it was 
suspended under para (iii) above shall be excluded .

Whereas in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of Article 
258 of the Constitution the Presidenthas, in his notification No. 2/4 /63/Judl. II 
dated 31-5-1963 entrusted the Government of Kerala , with their consent, 
the functions of the Central Government, under the Kerala Land 
Acquisition Act, 1961 (Act 21 of 1962 ) in relation to acquisition of land for 
the purpose of the Union in this State; 

And whereas under sub -section (4 ) of section 19 of the said Act the 
Government of Kerala have directed that in view of the urgency of the case , 
the provisions of section 5 of the Act shall not apply to the land specified 
in the schedule below ; 

And whereas the Government are satisfied that the said land has to be 
acquired for a public purpose ; 

The Government of Kerala hereby declare under section 6 of the Act 
that the land specified in the schedule below and measuring 06 ares 46 Sq.m. 
be the same a little more or less, is needed for a public purpose, to wit 
for the construction of Broad Gauge Railway line from Trivandrum Central 
to Tirunelveli and under section 7 of the Act direct the Special Tahsildar 
No. III to take order for the acquisition of the land. Further, under 
sub -scction ( 1) of section 19 of the Act the Government direct that the 
Collector may take possession of the land on the expiry of fifteen days from 
the date of publication of the notice mentioned in sub section (1) of section 
9 of the Act.

S. R. O. No. 199/78. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 13 of the Travancore Town and Country Planning Act, 1120 
( XXI of 1120 ) read with rules 3 and 7 of the Travancore Town and 
Country Planning Rules, 1953, the Government of Kerala make the 
following order: - 


1. This order may be called the Velloor Mulakku lan : Area 
( Interim Development) order, 1978 . 


2. This order applies to the area notified to be a controlled 
area as per Notification I issued as S. R. O. No. 198/78 . 

3. " The Velloor Mulakkulam Area Development Authority " 
(hereinafter referred to as the " Development Authority" ) is hereby 
appointed for the preparation of and bringing into force a scheme 
for the development of the area and for executing the orders passed 
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by Government from time to time. The Developoment Authority 
so constituted shall consist of 

1. District Collector, Kottayam . 
2 . Chief Town Planner or his nominee. 
3. A representative of the Kerala News Print Project(to be decided in 

consultation with the project Administrator ) 
4. Executive Engineer, Electricity Board having jurisdiction over the 

area . 
5. President, Velloor Panchayat. 
6. President, Mulakkulam Panchayat. 
7. Local M. L. A. 
8. Executive Engineer, Public Health Engineering Department having 

jurisdiction over the area . 
9. Senior Town Planner , Ernakulam . 
10. Executive Engineer, Public Works Department having jurisdiction 

over the area . 


The District Collector , Kottayam shall be the Chairman, the Senior 
Town Planner , Ernakulam shall be the Convener and Treasurer of the Deve 
lopment Authority. 

4. Subject to the orders or directions of the Development Autho 
rity constituted under clause 3, the Senior Town Planner , Ernakulam (hcre 
inafter called the Special Officer ) shall exercise all powers and duties con 
ferred under sub sections (2) and (3 ) of section 13 of the Travancore Tewn 
and Country Planning Act 1120, and by this order . 

5. The Chairman of the Development Authority shall have full 
access to all the records of the Special Officer and no oflicial correspondence 
regarding the Development Authority between the Special Officer and the 
Government shall be conducted except through the Chairman . 

6. The Special Officer of the Development Authority shall forward 
to the Government copies of the proceedings of every meeting of the develop 
ment authority . 

7. Whenever it appears to the Development Authority that any 
portion of the controlled area is to be measured , plans prepared and marks 
and stones fixed , they shall cause a notice to that effect to be published by 
the Special Officer on the notice board of the village offices in the controlled 
area , Panchayat Office, Taluk Office, Office of the Block Development Officer 
and at prominent places in the said locality. 

Thereupon it shall be lawful, for the Special Officer, his assistents and 
workmen 

(i) to enter upon and survey and take levels of any kind in such locality ; 


to dig 

or bore into the sub soil; 
(iii) to plant stones and make the necessary markings for the layout 

of roads, pathways, ditches, etc ; 
(iv ) when otherwise the survey cannot be completed and the level 

taken and the lines marked , to cut down and clear away any part 
of any standing crop , fence, or jungle after an estimate of damage 
caused has been prepared in the presence of the local people pro 
vided that no person shall enter upon any enclosed court or garden 
attached to a dwelling house , unless with the consent of the occu 
pier thereof or without previously giving such occupier atleast 

seven days notice in writing of his intention to do so . 
8. Notice required to be given under clause 7 shall be served or sent 
in the following manner : 

(i) by giving or tendering the notice to the occupier of the dwelling 

house ; or 
(ii) if the occupier is not found , by affixing the same in some conspi 

cuous part of such dwelling house ; or 
(iii) by sending the same to the occupier by registered post. 

9. The Special Officer may permit the interim development of 
land including building operations or rebuilding operations and any use of 
the land or any building thereon for a purpose which is different from the 
purpose for which the land or buildings was or were last being used within 
the area abovementioned , pending the preparation of a town and country 
planning scheme, subject to the conditions contained in this order. 

10. No person shall within the above said area, erect or re- erect 
any building , or proceed with any building or work or remove or pull down 
or alter or use for a purpose which is different from that for which it was 
being used , any building or part of the building or remove any earth , stone 
or materials unless such person has applied for and obtained the necessary 
permission from the Special Officer. 

11. On receipt of such application , the Special Officer shall furnish 
the applicantwith a written acknowledgement of its receipt and after enquiry, 
may either grant or refuse such permission or grant it subject to such condi 
tions as are in accordince with the terms of this order . But if no decision 
is co nminicated to the applicant within 3 months from the date of such ack 
nowledgement, the applicant shall be deemed to have been granted such 
permision . 
12. 

( 1) If in the opinion of the Special Officer, any person 
venes the provisions contained in clauses 10 and 11, he may after making 
such enquiry as he d -ems necessary by notice in writing direct such person 
to stop any work in progress . 


contra 
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(2) If such notice is not complied with fo:thwith , the Special Officer 
may require any Police Officer to remove such per :0 and all assistants 
and wockmen from the land at any time after the service of such notice and 
such Police Officer shall comply with the requisition accordingly. 

13. Any person who desires to apply for permission , under this 
order shall apply in writing to the Special Officer for permission and shall 
furnish with the application a plan in duplicate of the proposed building or 
other work , and of the site and such other particulars as the Special Officer 
may require. 

14 . The Special Officer shall inform the applicant in writing that 
his application is granted or refused , as the case may be, and if the application 
is granted shall state in writing the termsand conditions which he may impose. 
If the application is refused , he shall state the reasons therefor . 

15. The Development of land and building operation under this 
order shall comply with all such terms and conditions not inconsistant with 
this order as the Special Officer may reasonably impose . 

16. Any applicant aggrieved by an order of the Special Officer, 
may within two weeks from the date on which the order is communicated 
to him ,appeal to the Governmentthrough the Chief Town Planner to Govern 
ment. The Government may either suo -motu or on receipt of such appeal 
call for the record of the case from the Special Officer and pass such orders 
as they deem fit. The order issued by the Government shall be final. 

17. The Special Officer shall refuse an application imder this order 
for interim development on any of the following grounds: 
(i) that the development would tend to the use of the land or build 

ing for a purpose which is of a noxious or otherwise offensive 

character ; 
(i ) that the land for which application for development is made ought 

to be reserved for public open space under a scheme that may be 

promulgated ; 
( iii) that the land may have to be reserved for a public purpose or for 

the execution of works under the proposed scheine; 
(iv ) that it is proposed to include the site of the new buil ling or a part 

thercof in an area to be res :rved by the scheme or a purpose 
carrying out of which would the future necessitace the removal 

or alteration of the new builing ; 
(v ) that the building or any part thereof is intended to be used as a 

factory, a godown or a cinema hall or any other institution and 
that such use would injuriously aflect the health , convenience or 
amenities of the inhabitants of the locality or of the Government 
institutions or such use is likely to spread infeccious diseases or 

epidemics ; and 
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(vi) that the development is likely to be not in conformity with any 

of the provisions of the scheme under preparation . 
18. In considering the applications under this order, the Special 
Officer shall consult the Development Authority before application is granted 
or refused . 

19. The Government may in appropriate cases and after such 
enquiry as they dccm fit to make, allow compensation to those who in their 
opinion , have suffered unnecessary loss or expenses in the cnforcement of 
any of the restrictions imposed by this order . 

20. This order shall cease to be in force in the event of the failure 
to publish a scheme before 31-12-1980 .

THE KERALA APPROPRIATION ACT, 1978 


An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums from and out 

of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala for the services of the financial 
year 1977-78. 


Preamble . - WHEREAS it is necessary to authorise payment and appropria 
tion of certain further sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of Kerala for the services of the financial year 1977-78 ; 


BE it enacted in the Twenty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title .- This Act may be called the Kerala Appropriation 
Act, 1978. 

2. Issue of Rs. 29,88,51,800 from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of Kerala for the financial year 1977-78 . – From and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Kerala ,there may be paid and applied sumsnot exceeding 
those specified in column (3) of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to 
the sum of twenty-nine crores, eighty -eight lakhs, fifty-one thousand and eight 
hundred rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in 
course of payment during the financial year 1977-78, in respect of the services 
and purposes specified in column (2 ) of the Schedule. 

3. Appropriation . — The sums authorised to be paid and applied from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala by this Act shall be 
appropriated for the services and purposes specified in the Schedule in relation 
to the said year.
